Heir, to force unreaſonable Gain out of every 
Thing, and to expoſe even themſelves to Sale, they intirely diſcard that 
intimate Pleafure that waits upon Innocence, in exchange for thoſe Bo- 
ſom Quarrels and Anxieties that reverberate and ſting them to the Heart, 
Neit her muſt we Jook for Happineſs in Courts and Palaces, We are 
much miſtaken in the Value of a Crown. We admire it's Brightneſs, 
but forgot it's Brittleneſs , and gaze upon it's Glory, and conſider not it't 
Fraitty. But if all the gay Things were our own which we fondly imagine 
were really to be met with in Greatneſs, yet we ſhall find on Reflection, 
that they are always purchas'd too dear. For ' tis a ſtanding Maxim in Po- 
licy, That thoſe 2vbo covet Dominion over others firſi become Tyrants tn the 
Luft of Power. Ambition knows no Bounds ; there is nothing ſo ſacred but 
it will violate ; it claims kindred with every Vice, and ſtoops to take 
up every Sin that lies in it's Way; as it is ſuch a complicated Miſchief 


Nor is the ſenſual Perſon happier than the Great, in his Search of 
Variety, and the Diſappointments he meets with. For obtaining this in- 
eſtimable Jewel of Happineſs, in the firſt Place it will be neceſſary for 
us to have a thorough Knowledge of ourſelves, and to obſerve what Paſ- 


of our Reaſon, and follow her Dictates with Steddineſs and Reſolution, 
to avoid the Dangers into which we are moſt liable to b precipitated, 
Nothing is more diſhonorable and ſhameful than to ſuffer ovr Reaſon to 
be dethron'd by every caſual Temptation, whereby that divine Principle 
which infpects over and governs univerſal Nature is brought under in 
Man, and made ſubject to the Yoke. But tho' Reaſon ſhould ever fit 
at the Helm, and govern our Paſſions, yet it ſhould not attempt to de- 
ſtroy them, while it's proper Buſineſs is to oppoſe and controul them to 
Regulation: Not to govern them as Subjects but Slaves. 
A rational Conduct does not therefore conſiſt in fruitleſs Auſteritie: 
and rigoruus Practices of Religion : But in the charitable Exerciſe af 
Conſcience and Reaſon, Religion and Morality, and to act in Conformity 
to their juſt Dictates, if we expect to be happy; which is the true In- 
tare it of the whole intelligent Creation. And herein conſiſts that glorious 
Reſemblance to the ſupreme and perfectly happy Being, dignifying Men 
and Angels, which if duly purſued and imitated, will promote. our Hap- 
pineſs throughout all Ayes, EE Arucus.

He wrote ſeveral Books in Latin, the moſt celebrate * 
whereof is his Tractatus Tbeolegico- Politicus, wherein he endeavours vi 
overturn the Foundation of all Religion. The Book therefore was «Wl 
cordingly condemn'd by a public Decree of the States; tho" fince 1 
has been publickly told, and even reprinted both in Latin and French u T 
that Country, and alſo in Engliſh at London. 1
